MEMORANDUM FOR AGENCY OFFICIAL COORDINATING ETA 1-68 
Subject: Game Organization, Structure and Schedule (U) 


i. (S-NF) General: ETA 1-68, a single-level, interagency, politico- 
military game will be held in the Pentagon during the period 12 through 
2 j November 1968. The game will examine the impact of British with- 
drawal east of Suez -- Arabian Sea/Indian Ocean area -- on United 
States interests and foreign policy. It should provide a setting encom- 
passing political, military, economic and psychological considerations 
involved in the complex situation facing the United States in the Middle 
East today. This memorandum contains administrative information 
essential to pre-game planning. Prior to the game, each player will 
receive a pre-game briefing and a Fact Book containing administrative 
details and other relevant information. 


2. (S-NF) jTe am Structure : ETA 1-68 game participants will be 
divided into two teams and a Control Group. The teams will represent 
the National Command Authority of the United States (BLUE) and the 
Soviet Union (RED). Control (WHITE) will represent all other third 
nations, international organizations and other influencing factors. 


' (U) ~ a X er Nominations: Addressees are requested to nominate 

participants and submit names to the Politico -Military Division JWGA 
by telephone prior to 25 October 1968. The allocation of spaces for 
agency representation on teams and the Control Group is outlined in 
Attachment #1. Players should be nominated from the rank of 
Lieutenant Colonel /Commander through Major Gencral/Rear Admiral 
or equivalent, who are highly knowledgeable of the regions under 
consideration. 
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4. (U) Schedule : The schedule of team and Control meetings for 

the game is shown in Attachment #2. 


5. (U) Pre-Game Research and Documentation : The Joint War 
Games Agency relies heavily upon suggestions of operating officials 
in planning research, conducting interviews and ensuring that all 
significant aspects of the problem are explored. Comments and 
suggestions from your organization, along these lines, are currently 
being solicited through informal discussions by representatives of 
the Joint War Games Agency. 

6. (U) Security . 

a. The title of the game, ETA 1-68, is unclassified when men- 
tioned without geographic or subject reference. The area/scope or 
content of the game is classified SECRET-NOFORN. 

b. Game deliberations are conducted on a TOP SECRET secu- 
rity level. Game Documentation, including Fact Book, Game Messages 
and the Final Report, will be classified SECRET-NOFORN, 

c. Addressees are requested to certify to the Politico -Military 
Division, Joint War Games Agency, OJCS, in writing prior to 

1 November 1968, als to the TOP SECRET security clearance of par- 
ticipants. Included with this certification should be the full name, 
rank and position title of each nominee.
